Tho question of spurious or 
injuri- 


ous tea SSOIUH to bo growing iraportnnt, 
Tho Ohinoso have disoovorod that' ten- 
leaves mixed witli dung,iron filings and 
other substances, all, powdered fine, 
suits tho English market, und are send- 
ing compounds of that sort over in huge 
masses, of course not 
without conni- 


vance from dome English dealers on 
this side. 
On Tuesday it was alleged 


by the sanitury commissioners of tho 
city that no less tlinn , 10;000,000 
pounds of such ton, totally unfit for hu- 
man food, was in bond ready for sate. 
Tho quantities would, we believe, be 
greatly increased if partly adulterated 
ton were added to the list, and we do 
not see why the city Board of Health 
want additional powers to compel its 
destruction. 
They only want addition- 


al oouragfli to offend the importers, who 
are often men of tho highest "respecta- 
bility," 
Tluiy order the tea, 
and they 


know what they are ordering, particu- 
larly when if ft magnet is introduced 
into a chest -it' is drawn outi covered 
witlniron filings. Tho grand difficulty 
rests 
with country 
purchasers, who 


want tea at one shilling and sixpence, 
wliioh they cannot have, thci lowest ro- 
munonitive prioe being two shillings, 
but tho customs officers have certainly 
tho power to send dangerous tea to 
''Her Majesty's tobacco pipe," the fur- 
nace into which forbidden articles are 
thrown, and should 
do it,—London

surlaco of the earth, nnd muoli tilnrin is 
felt. 
At night the firfl and smoke as- 


cend in pillars toward the dark cm- 
pyrcuu, and tho darkness is dispelled 
for u long distance from tho place,

gether and loll us what this in.
